THE PARAGUAY OUTRAGE,

Arrival of Messrs. Bliss and Mas-
terman In New York—-Their
Sufferings in Paragoaay
~The Conditions of
their Helease,

The New York Iribune of this morning has
ike following:—

The two members of the American Legation
In Parsguay, Mecers, Porter O, Bliss und George

» Mustermwan, who were so craelly imprisoned
by the tyrant Lopez. arrived hore on board the
Brazil mail steamer Mississippl on Bonday.
Anver a svort stay in New Yok they will pro-
ceed o Washingion to repore te the State Do-
partiment for irigl on the charge of conspiracy
aguinst Lopez, They were conveyed as prison-
ers irom Asuneion 1o Rio Juneiro on board one
ol the United Siates vessels, aud weare there
requested by Rear Admirnl Duvis to take pnas
soge on one of the regular mail steamers for
New York, and present {themselves to the Secre-
tary of State for such disposition a8 he might
see fit 10 muke of them. Toey arrive, conse-
quently, under charges, although they have not
been treated as prisoners sinee leaving Rio, nor
are they even under parole,

Mr. Porter C. BHilées §& from Wostern New
York, and went to South America eight yeuars
ago with Minister Webo, He has travelled w
great deal on the eastern shore of the South
American continent, engaged partly In business
pursults, but chiefly i ethnological, linguistie,
and geoeraphical researchee, He s thirty yenrs
of wze, Mr. Biiss bears evidences of the saffur-
iog be bas undergone, and vo one can look nt
him and hesr his story without seeing in gait,
gesture, conntenance, and expresston abondaut
confirmation of the narpative ol cruelty and
oulrage.

Mr, Masterman s an Englishman who weunt
to Paraguay seven years ago to joio the medical
staft of the Parnzuayan army, He is about the
sime age a9 Lls companion, of slight figure, nod
handsome feutures, and bears a decided appear-
ance of the gentieman. His dark hair turned
balf grey durlng his imprisonment, He suffered
much legs than Mr, Blige, however, and his
health does not u[;p--ur to bave beru mupch
shattered. The following succinet narratives
of the imprisonment and sofferings of Messrs,
Masterman and B lss, for which we are fudebled
fo the gentlemen themsclves, will be found
highly interesting,

Bufferings and Torture,

Mr, Bliss thus describes his sufferings and
torture:—

] wus taken in frons, says Mr, Bliss, to the
Camp near Angostura, kept there under sentry
fur part of the time, with every precaution to
prevent my escape. In the first place, I was
rifled of my travelllng bag, aud even my comb
und brush and all the little conveniwences a

erson alwuys carries about with him when

ravelling, I was also robbed ot almost every
trifle on my persen. Everything was taken
away; and 1 was kept in the same suit of
clothes for three months, with irons of forty
pounds weight on my legs, Ooesentry kept
guard over nie ny duy, and two Df night, I wus
brought up before the Revolutionary Tribu-
nal twenty different days; on one occasion
I was fourteen hours on a stretch before it;
on snother sixteen, and at other times
twelve hours. At first I wine Kept in an open
field for a vumber ol duys, We bad absolately
no shelter; atterwards brauches were tied toge-
ther, and the grass in the deld was cut and
placed in bunches, makiug o #ort of Indian tenl
about four feey bigh, snd o & sloping, inclined
form, not bhigh enough to #tand in ereet, aud
with mothing to st upon, In these we passed
the days and nights, Iylug upon the ground,
baving no iulercourse with anybody, a sentry
with each one keeping waleh over us, and not
allow!nt g us to communicate with auybody, The

foreigonera were searched, Major Manlove, a
membrr of the Loepaton, was arrested simalta.
neously with mysell, 1y was only n coustruotive
offingr. Lopez insned an order ngamst wuye
body appearing on tue sireet, nod Major Main
love appesred on 1he street, and wie arcesied
on that churge, He was keot in prison and not
allowed to communicate with Mr. Washbarn on
the subject, Then, afterward«, Major Maulove
was Included in the charge of con-pirncy, noud
executed, even betore Mr, Washbary left the
country, Washbura bad his hands full with
the cusv of Masterman and myself, and prabub'y
could attend to but one thing at a time, and
yrobably supposed that the jUnlted St4tes would
send an exoealilon to redress the grievances;
aud he supposed the communder wonld have all
means At his dispossl, anud  that all  hese
grievances wonld be redressed, Admiral Davis
went up to Paracuay not to redress grievances
but to prove that Mr, Washburn was gulliy of
conep'iacy,

“Mr. Washburn’s couree was to nll practiceal
intents and purpoees, as good n one a8 he could
huve pursued for protecting us, and inducing
Lopez to release usiin fnet, Mr, Washiburn bus
really saved our lives by trying to get us out of
the country, and by denouncing Lopez as o
common foer to humanity a4 s0on us po:sible,
The course of Admiral Davis is utterly irrecon-
cilable with my ideas of whut is due 1o the
American flag. That is the opinion ot the
official representaives of the United States, the
Consule, ete., In all of the ports In which I
tounched, and such is cerlsinly my opinion, and
the opluion of Mr. Wastivarn and General

‘ebb,"

Release and Return to the Uulted States,

Cn the Sth of December last the United
Btates steawer Wasp arrived at Angostun, and
the Admiral immeoiateiy opentd communiows
tion with Lopez, demanding the succen lor of
Mesere, Bllss and Mustermosn,  Lopez promptly
replicd, aud it was tinally arrupged that the
two gentiemen should be glven up on the con-
ditloun that they were received ss prisoners of
war, and not allowed to bave any commuuica-
tion with the territory of the Allies.

Mr, Blisg then related the particulars of his
return to the United States, und ends by say-
ing:—

1 waut to have full and tree communleation
with Mr. Seward before he goes out of oflice,
fully cudoree the pollcy of @eneral Webb, as {
ilso fully subgeribe to the view of the cuse that
Mr. Wa=hburn could nol possibly huve assisted
the men in getting out of the country. I think
that Mr. Washburn's own life was In danger,
The honor of the Unlted States is snfe 1n the
hunds of meu hke General Webb, 1 e had bad
the orderipg of thines Lopez would hiave beeu
humiligted, 1f Admiral Davis, when he was
present fn the Parngauy tiver with the Unitad
Htates equadron, had demanded then an wnpl
apology from Lopez for the insult he would haye
got it, Lopez himself s perdounnlly o coward,
aud he would have knuckled down.,

BEHOCKING ACUCIDENT.

A HMauting Party Drowned by thoe Overs
turning of n Ferry Bont,

From the Londin Hervald, Feb, 8

The bounds met on Thorsday morning, st 11
o'clock, ut Stainley, midway between Hucrow.
egate and Ripon, in Yorkshive, und drew u vlank;

The terryboat, munoved by two men (iather
und gon) vamed James and Christopher War-
reper, was ready, ard Bir Charles slingsby,
Captuin and My, C. Vyoer, Bir George Womb
well, Mr, Lloyd, Mr, Mobinson nad the hunts-
man, two otlicers lrom York, and, it issupposed,
some others, entered the boat with tooir horses
and cemmenced to cross the river. Atler going
ulew yurds the horse belonging to Bir Coarles
Slingsby commeneed plunging and kicked that
of st George Wombwell, This mude the other
horses restive, aud by thut they swerved W one
slde und capsized the boatthrowing Iltsoccapuats
into the water, Several gentlemen aud horsos
were lmprisoned under the boat, which remaned
bottom vpwards.

under the water. None of the others drowned
were seen at all. S'r Ocorge Wombwell, Captain

Mesers, Blisg aud Masterman were subjected
fo torture of the most croel kind, in order 1o
extort a confesgion from them of the existence
of a couspiracy aguinst Lopes, AMr, Bliss thus
degcribes the torture:—

We woere tortured with & contrivanes to
which Lopez gave the namwe of *Copo Urnguny-
goa,’ 1 have been fsticutfed in the presence of
the tribunal, und [ have becn beaten over the
head with & drawn sword in the presence of the
game tribnpal. 1 was put o the tortare of (he
‘e Urugonyans,! sometbing similar to what
we call bucking, 1t consists of placing o
musket under the kuces, nnd wuskols over the
peck, with thougs reaching from one to the
other,which, on belng tightencd, foree the howd
down between the koees, uutil the ehin touclies
the musket, the process compressing the belly,
and csusing great puin in the back and the
other parts of the body. 1 was subjected to this
torture for over twenty m!nuh;“. BEven after ]

It was passed w prevent an Execuntive from
uging the oflices at his dispoanl for corrapt pur-
potes, but from what they did In Cougress
yesterday, I um disposed to think that the
Senate will desire to be the julges as to what
I chall do." Auvother pause, “Well, if they do
vol repeal the luw, I certainly cannot make any
changes, Teannot remove A man withont making
charges of a characler which would blast his
reputation, und that would not be very agree-
ble, you kpow, and the result will
be that the men who hold office now will con-
tinue to hold them until the end of the term, no
matter what wy desires may be, ©f course this
will suve me all this office-hunting boring.” A
gentlemun, interrapting, “That will be very
nereeable, no doubt.,” General Grant, con-
tinuiog, “*Yes; but I bave no doubt that there
ure in office those who shpuld be removed trom
the offices which they now hold. If it is the
wish to economize, however, the Senate evi-
dently desires to be the judge of my actions
and 1 shall have to be the judge of theirs.”
